THAT ANTI-ROSSA TREATY. 


W a s h i n g t o n City Quid Nunes in the D a r k

W ashingt on 
C it y , June Id.-—The cable­ 
gram received from London Wednesday 
night to the effect that an ex tradition treaty 
between Eng laud and the Cnitod ¡States 
had been signed, and th at it contained a 
clause p roviding for the surrender of dyna­ 
mite miscreant« , was the source of a good 
deal of comment in dip lomatic and con- 
gregional circles Thursday. Further efforts 
to secure information up on the subject, 
however, were futile. 
Those who usually 
p ossess the most direct knowledge of inter­ 
national affairs ex p ressed the .most dense 
ignorance. 
Henators say there has been no 
such treaty before the senate, and treaties 
of this and kindred character are always 
subjects of senatorial digestion and action. 
When the dynamiters were attemp ting to 
destroy the house of p arliam ent and other 
buildings in London, and threatening tho 
cap itol of the United » States, there was talk 
of a traaty which would facilitate the ex ­ 
tinguishment of the dynamiters organiza­ 
tion and bring its members to justice, but it 
took no form. 
Secretary Bayard said Thursday that he 
had read the United Press disp at.1» in re­ 
gard to a new treaty 
having been nego­ 
tiated between 
tho 
United States and 
Great Britain, which included the ex tradi­ 
tion of dynamite miscreants. 
The rule of 
the dep artment, he said, p revented such 
matters being made p ublic in advance of 
their submission to the senate, otherwise he 
would be very willing at ail times to give 
out new i originating a t the stato dep art­ 
ment 
As to whether there was such a 
treaty p ending or not ¡Secretary Bayard 
said ne was not at liberty to say, 
but if 
I hero was, and it was ratilied by the senate, 
it would bo made p ublic at the p rop er time.

Sir Ro ger Tichbo rne No . “ who ha s ju*t 
go ne to Engla nd, missed the o ppo rtunity he 
ha d sev en y ea rs a go . Ro ger Tichbo rne No . 1, 
o therwise Arthur Orto n, wa s then in Mill- 
ba nk priso n. 
The la tter is no w in this 
co untry prepa ring to lecture. 
Sir Ro ger 
Tichbo rne No . 8 is, ho wev er, wo rthy o f 
co nsidera tio n, if o nly fo r inv estiga tio n. The 
#rita r met this editio n o f the Tichbo rne 
cla ima nts in Sa n Fra ncisco sev en y ea rs 
a go . 
He ha d co me up fro m Sa n Diego o n 
the inv ita tio n o f Fra nk M. Fix iey , Gen. 
Ba rnes, Sena to r Sha ro n a nd o thers, a nd 
there wa s so deep a n underly ing idea tha t 
he might be the genuine a rticle tha t these 
.gentlemen pa id a ll his ex penses. 
He ca me 
then relucta ntly . He is a ma n quite ta ll, a ris­ 
to cra tic in bea ring, but eccentric in ma nner. 
WITH A BORN DIUNITV. 
When be a rriv ed fro m his “ bee ra nch“ he 
wa s ta ken to Gen. Ba rnee’ o ffice, a nd tbero , 
with a ll a shrewd la wy er’s ta ct a nd skill, he 
wa s questio ned. 
Sha ro n a nd Fix ley were 
there. 
The la wy er ha d a full repo rt o f the 
Tichbo rne tria l in Engla nd, with a ll the ev i­ 
dence in fulL 
Step by step they led him 
a lo ng. 
The Sa n Diego ma n needed no 
co a ching o r pro mpting. He a nswered ev ery 
questio n pro mptly ^ a nd with 
a kind o f bo rn 
dignity . 
In the first pla ce his sta ture, co m­ 
plex io n, ev ery thing ex a ctly co mpo rted with 
the descriptio n o f Sir Ro ger. 
This wa s a 
ma n who ha d liv ed o n a Sa n Diego ra nch 
fo r y ea rs. 
He wa s bro wn, unkempt a nd

One po int in the Tichbo rne tria l, 
a nd which helped to send Arthur Orto n to 
the penitentia ry , Wa s tha t he co uld no t 
spea k a wo rd o f French. 
The o rigina l Sir 
Ro ger wa s, like a ll educa ted Englishmen, a 
French pro ficient 
Gen. Ba rnes ca lled the 
Ha n Diego ma n’« a ttentio n to this, a nd 
witho ut further a do bega n to spea k to him 
in French. 
The stra nger smiled a nd a n­ 
swered Ba rnes in a wa y tha t mo de the la t­ 
ter hunt his Ollendo rff. 
Then he ca lled a ttentio n to the repo rts in 
the testimo ny where India ink ma rks o n 
the o rigina l Sir Ro ger were swo rn to , but 
which Arthur Orto n did no t ha v e. 
The 
Sa n Diego ma n simply smiled a nd re­ 
ma rked: 
“ Gentlemen, tho se ma rks I ca n 
sho w y o u,” a nd, a fter so me hesita tio n a nd 
delica cy o n the pa rt o f a ll, the ma n went 
into a priv a te o ffice a nd disro bed. 
There 
wa s ev ery India ink ma rk referred to in the 
Tichbo rne tria l, a nd y et o thers kno wn to 
the Tichbo rne fa mily , but no t bro ught o ut 
in ev idence. 
The ma rks were o f India ink 
ma de y ea rs a nd y ea rs befo re. 
They bo re 
unmista ka ble ev idence o f a ge. 
These fa cte, 
co upled with the Ba n Diego ma n’s indiffer­ 
ence, simplicity a nd eccentricity , a nd his 
perfect kno wledge o f ev ery thing co nnected 
with the na me o f Tichbo rne, co nv inced 
Fra nk Pix ley tha t they ha d the genuine a r­ 
ticle. 
HR PAYS HIS OWN WAY. 
Gen. Ba rnes wro te to Engla nd, ex pla ined 
o ne o r two priv a te ma rks tha t he ha d o b- 
ssrv ed o n the ma n’s bo dy , a n i o n the 
strength o f this receiv ed a check fo r 100 
po unds sterling to pa y the Ba n Diego 
ma n’s wa y to Engla nd. 
Then ca me a n­ 
o ther stra nge pha se. 
The Ba n Diego bee 
ra iser refused to go . 
He wro te Gen. 
Ba rnes tha t he wa s so rry he ha d listened a t 
a ll to a ny bo dy . 
He wa s Sir Ro ger Tich­ 
bo rne, but he ba d a wife a na two o r 
three children; he ha d a go o d ra nch in 
Sa n Diego , a nd he knew wha t a n effo rt 
to esta blish 
his 
identity 
in 
Engla nd 
wo uld 
mea n. 
He 
wo uld 
no t 
go , 
Then 
Gen. 
Ba rnes 
a nd 
Pix ley 
dro pped the subject a nd ha lf co nfessed to 
themselv es tha t they ha d been fo o led. 
But 
the refusal o f the Sa n Diego man to ta ke 
the 100 po und dra ft ha s a lwa y s kept 
Gen. 
Barnes’ interest a liv e. 
He pa ssed thro ugh 
Chicago so me months a go , a nd the sub ject 
came up in conversation with a friend. 
“ I 
ha v e no doub t,” he sa id, “ tha t tha t follow 
is a memb er of the Tichb orne family . 
But 
he’s crazy —b o's got a wife tha t he’s at­ 
tached to, tnree or four ehildre* 
and a 
good farm. 
He's independent, b o never 
asked any of us for a cent, and when the 
family sent him >V0 through mo to come 
home and b e looked at he wouldn’t take it. 
But he knows all ab out the Tichb orne 
family and has told me things in seen t tha t 
I know nob ody could know unless he was a 
memb er o f the fam ily .” 
To peoplo who rememb er the rise and de­ 
velopment of this man seven y ears ago his 
reception in England will b e looked for 
with interest 
His wife is now dead, and 
his children in school in Los Angeles.

Cro ckett. 
The advance guard of Bant a Ana’* ariny 
arrival on the 23d of Feb ruary , 1380, and the 
next day Banta Ana raine b earing the red 
fiag, which b e display ed from the tower of 
the cathedral b etween the main and military 
plazas, in plain sight of the Alamo. 
He then 
sent a summons to the Texans to surrender, 
b ut was answered b y a cannon shot. Thi* 
day Col. Travis secured eighty b ushels of 
corn and twenty or Hfclrty b eeves. 
On ths 
second day the Mexicans b omb arded the 
Alamo, without effect. Col. Travis sent out 
couriers to Goliad and Washington, Tex., for 
re-enforcements. 
In his dispatch he said: 
1 
shall never Mirrender or retreat.” On the 
third day Banta Ana moved his hcadquart< n 
across the river and made a personal reeon- 
noiwuice. The Texans opened on the recon- 
noitcring party with their b atteries, killing 
two of the party ai^cl wounding six others. 
Late at night some of the Texans sallied out 
and b urned some wooden b uildings, b ehind 
which

1 hat

ings north of the Alamo. On the fifth day 
the b omb ardment was continued without 
effect.

On the sixth day Col. Travis sent John N. 
Beguin and a corroral to hurry up re-enione- 
mcnls from Goliad. 
On the seventh day the 
b omb ardment was continued without effect. 
On the eighth day thirty -two citizen soldiers 
from Gonzales re-enforced the b esieged Tex­ 
ans. 
In the afternoon a twelve-pound shot 
from the Alamo struck the house occupied b y 
Banta Aim. 
On the ninth <lay the b omb ard­ 
ment was vigorously continued, b ut w ith no 
casualties for the Texans. 
()n the tenth day 
Col. Bcub uiii, who had b een sent to Goliad 
for re-enfor<•ements, re-enter« d the Alamo, 
b earing word that no aid might b o exjiected 
from that, quarter. The liomb arb ment was 
continued. 
Col. Travis now made his last 
appeal for aid, this time to the convention, 
and sent it to B. W. Hmith, the guide who 
b ad conducted the Gonzales jmrty to the 
Altuno. 
Smith left the Alamo at midnight 
and crawled stealthily upon his hands and 
knees until safely b ey ond the Mexican lines. 
As he departed Col. Travis said to him: 
“Every morning at day b reak I will fire a can­ 
non us a sign that we still hold the fort, b ut 
when that cannon is heard no more its silence 
will tell that the Alamo is fallen.” 
On the eleventh day the Mexicans c oi r 
tinned the b omlmrdment, b ut the Texans, lw»- 
ing short of ammunition, seldom fired. 
Col. 
Travis now despaired of succor, and, accord­ 
ing to one account, he proposed to surrender 
to Bantu Ana« vith a pledge of mercy ; b ut 
Banta Aim s answer was; “ You must sur­ 
render at discretion, without any guarantee 
even of life, which traitors do not deserve.” 
Bantu Ana’s excuse for this course was that 
it accorded with the will of the Mexican con­ 
gress. 
According to on account pub lished in 
Tt#k> b y a Mr. Rose, Col. Travis now an­ 
nounced to his companions their desperate 
situation, and, after declaring b is determina­ 
tion to sell his life as dearly as possib le, drew 
a lino with b is sw ord and asked all who were 
willing to fight with him to form on the line. 
With one exception they all fell into the 
ranks, and even Col. Bowie, who was dy ing, 
had his cot carried to the line. 
During 
the night the Mexican 
army 
fortified and at the first light of dawn on that 
memorab le 
Sunday , morning 
its 
b ugles 
sounded the fatal peal. 
With a rush like 
tigers springing on their prey the men » hushed 
forward, b ut the heroic Texans, roused to 
their last duty b y the sound of the terrib le 
dequolo (the Mexican b ugle eall for “Death, 
no quarter,") ringing in their care, every one 
was at his post, and so well did they do their 
duty that twice the b rutal hosts of Banta 
Ana were hurled b ack defeated, only to b e 
again forced forward b y the saliers of the 
Mexican cavalry . 
Then Banta Ann himself urged forward b is 
troops. Gen. Castillion’s division, after half 
an hour’s tlesperate fighting, and after re- 
1 tented repulses and unheard of losses, suc­ 
ceeded in effecting an entrance in the upy er 
part of the Alamo, in a sort of outwork. The 
fighting had only Itegun. 
The doors un« l win­ 
dows of the Alamo church were b arricaded 
and guarded b y b ags of sand heaped up <:■ 
high l as a man’s sb qplder, tfnd even on the 
roof wore rows of sand pngs, b ehind which 
the Texans fought hs never men fought b e­ 
fore*—muzzle to muzzle, hand to hand. 
Each 
Texan rifle « hot exhausted its force and spent 
itself in successive Itodies of Mexicans packed 
together like a wall 6f flesh. 
Muskets and 
rifies were club b ed, and b ay onets and b owie 
knives never b efore wrought such fearful 
carnage. The ceaseless crash of firearms, the 
shots of the b eleaguered, desperate and de­ 
fiant Texans, and the shrieks of the dy ing, 
made the din infernal and the scene indes­ 
crib ab le in its sub lime terrors. Each room in 
the b uilding was the scene of a des}>erato 
struggle with fearless men, driven to des}K-ra­ 
tion and conscious that escnf>e wiLsimix>ssib lc. 
A piece of artillery , supposed to l>o that 
which Crockett had used during the siege, 
was shotted with grape and canister and 
turned upon the tlesjxjrate occupants of the 
apartment. After the explosion the Mexi­ 
cans entered and found the emaciated b odice 
of fourteen men, torn and mangled an 1 
b lackened and b loody . Forty -two Mexicans 
lay at the door. 
Col. James Bowie, wli» *se 
name tells of his fearful knife and dee» N, lay 
stark and still' <>n a eot in this room. 
11»’ was 
helpless and in b ed when the Alamo was in­ 
vested twelve » lay s Indore, b ut the 1)0»lies of 
the victims of ly s unerring aim and invincib le 
courage attested that his death was not ac- 
eomplished without tenfold !<» > b > the enemy . 
There are several accounts cl’ the » loath ol*. 
Col. Travis, one of which is » ierived from a 
Mexican sol» Her in the army <>f Santa Ana, is 
that “(.VI. Travis and David Crockett wero 
found ly ing among the Texan dead, utterly 
worn out b y sleepless nights of watching and 
long-continued lighting. 
When discovered, 
Col. Travis gave a Mexican soldier some 
gold, and while conversing with him Geii. 
Cos, w ith whom Col. Travis had dealt very 
generously when Ban Antonio was captured 
b y the Americans, appeared. 
(As warmly 
emb raced Travis, and induced other Mexicans 
—among them Gen. Castillion- to join with

Yieo, which wan to b o-our .point of declina­ 
tion, the b oatmen b ecamo commur.i atlvc, 
complaining b itterly of a Lind of floating 
maw of rcevls and grass, called vondoleros. 
These floating laanks have a thickness rang­ 
ing from half a y ard to a y ard and a half, 
and are compose*! of the woven roots of 
plants, living and dead, the remains of th© 
creatures that, inhab it them, the mud of tho 
lake b ottom, and dust b rought b y the wind. 
Bolidly knit together and of less density than 
the water, they shift from point to point with 
the wipds and currents. 
It is difficult to ac­ 
count for their formation; b ut nature works 
with such skill in their construction, and 
gives them such » alidity that, in times of 
drought, the natives transport their cattle to 
them for pasture, anil the Itunks sustain tho 
weight, only y ielding and sinking under foot 
n little—as would b e natural.—Mexico Cor.

Looking towards the lakes one day I caught 
sight of the spires of a small town qn th© 
margin of the water. 
Inquiring of n Mexi­ 
can friend, b e sakl: “That is Chaleo, ly ing at 
the b ead of luk** navigation, once a very 
notab le place. 
The town is now dead, or 
dy ing, killed b y the railroads. 
Or.ee it was 
the point of shipment of tho products of the 
tierra calieute, ami great- quantities of rum, 
sugar, grain anti tropical fruits were trans­ 
ported thence to Mexico, twenty -five miles 
distant, in flat-b ottomed lxiats, propelled b y 
the Indians with long poles. 
There are some 
reminders of tho traffic y et, b ut a foreigner 
would prob ab ly find more interest in the 
Indians, who live in a kind of house ma» lc of 
reeds, and almost floating on the water.’ My 
friend coul» l not have suggested mi excursion 
more aproj>on to tho mood of a person deeply 
interested in the indigenous races and their 
customs. In two hours’ time I had descended 
from my crow's nest on tho hill to the lako 
and was negotiating with the hern 1 man of 
tho town lor a canoe a ml a couple* of st out 
Indians to take me ty the pueb lo of the Lako 
Dwellers. 
And here a first surprise awaited me. 
T he 
lake which I ha« l seen glistening in the sun 
from the elevated post of ob servation i.o 
wttere appeared when I arrive* 1 at its margin. 
In its place was n vast expanse, extending for 
miles*, of reeds, sway ing mid drifting U-fore 
tho b reeze. 
Herds of cattle wa» led and wal- 
lowe» l in this sea of green, feeding on the 
nutritious aqUatic plants and grasses, and 
their fine condition and sleek hides showed 
that this amphib ious life was not uncongenial 
to them. 
A narrow waterway leads from the town, 
disupjieuring slowly among the reeds, and 
upon this wo emb arked in tho Indians light 
chalujK*. As we passed along this canid I 
noticvd that the water was clear and pure, 
b ut the b ottom composed of a si>ongy b c» l of 
vegetab le matter. 
In some places the Indians 
hatl to get out and pull tho canoe past the 
long b arges, legion with wood, on their way 
to Mexico, and which entirely monopolized 
the narrow ehanliel. Their weight would 
sub merge what appeared to )>e. a moment lx> 
fore, firm ground. 
When the loaded b arges 
stud; fast their swarthy conductors hail the 
hab it of getting out and springing up and 
down oil this vegetab le mass, at the point of 
adhesion, securing thus two or three feet of 
water where* none had keen b efore. 
At times there would come to my ears 
strange and mournful sounds from the en- 
eircling reed meadows. 
“Boatman! Whut sounds are those like the 
moaning of persons in distress?” 
“Nothing, si nor! 
Only the chatting of 
fishermen and the laughter of children.” 
Their statement turned out to 1 x* correct. 
A t intervals we caught glimpses through tho 
tall i*eeds of intricate passageway s, just large 
enough for the entry of a very small canoe. 
In these canoes were women and children en­ 
gaged in fishing and the other industries pe­ 
culiar to the lake. 
It was their conversation 
and laughter, filtered through the forest of 
roetls, that produced the mournful sounds 
b efore alluded to. 
“But what kind of fish do they catch i” we 
next asked. 
“Mainly frogs, poly wogs, worms and in­ 
sect« , senor!” was his surprising reply . 
It was difficult to b elieve my ears, b ut sub ­ 
sequent investigation proved this to b e the 
main industry of the Lake Dwellers, apart 
from their peculiar agriculture, of which 
\ 
shall speak later on. There are three species 
of frogs inhab iting the lake. They are pre- 
pam l for the tab le, with suitab le condiments, 
and are sold extensively even among the well- 
to-tlo classes, b eing especially popular during 
Lent us a sub stitute for animal food. The 
spawn of the frog, and the little animals so 
ridiculous and repugnant to civilized taste, 
popularly calleii polly wogs, are only used 
among the poor, and are served on leaves of 
maize. 
But the insect industry surpasses b y far 
tto frog catching b usiness. 
There is a sort 
of water fly , called b y the Indians axay acatl, 
which frequents the lakes in prodigious 
numb ers, and which is peddled to-day through 
the streets of Mexico with the shrill street 
cry , "Flics for b ird food." As the numb er 
of "b irds kept in private houses is very large, 
a single fa: ily often possessing twenty or 
thirty , the i!v trade is corr<*sr>ondingly b risk.
